being wow by Us reduced to a ſetled form, We have occafiin to repeat 
ſomewhat of hat wh:ch hath paſſed : And how at Our very firſt entry in- 
eo che Realm, being entertained and impor tuned with iu formatious of ſundry Mim- 
fters, complaining of the crrours and imperf: ions of the Church here, aſwell in mat- 
tor ot Doctrine,as of Diſcipline : Alchovgh We had no reaſon to preſume that things 
were ſo far miſe, as was pretended , becauſe We had ſeen the Kingdome urder tat 
form of Religion which by Law was eſtabliſhed in the dayes of the late Queen of fa» 
mons memory, dleſſed with a peace and proſperity,both extraordivary,and of many 
yecrs contmnance (a ſtrong evidence that God was therewith well pleaſed ) Vet be- 
cauſe the importunity of the complainers was great, their affirmations vehement, and 
the zeal wherewith the ſame did ſeem ts be accompanied, very ſpecious i We were 
thereby to make it Our occaſion todiſcharge that duty which is the chieſeſt 

of all Kingly duties, that is, ro ſettle the affairs of Religion, and the ſervice of God 
before the r own. Which while We were in hand to do, as the contagion of the ſick- 
not reigning in Our city of London and other places, weuld permit an aſſembly of 
per{Sns meet for that pur poſe; Some of thoſe who miſliked the tate of Religion here 
efablithed, preſuming more ef Our intents then ever We gave them cauſe to do, and 
eranſported with humour, began ſuch proceedings, as did racher raiſe a ſcandall in the 
Church, then take offence away, For both they uſed forms of publique ſerving of 
God not kere allowed,held aſſemblies without Authority, and did other things carry- 
ing a very appatant ſhew of ſedi ion, more then of zeal * whom We reſtrained by a 
former Proclamatzon in the moneth of tober laſt, and gave intimation of the corfer- 
ence We intended to be had with as muck ſpeed as conyeniently could be, for the or- 
dering of thoſe thirgs of the Church, which accordingly followed in the moneth of 
Jar) laſt at Our Honour of Hampton Courtywherein before Our (elf, & Our Privy 
Councel were aſſembled many of the graveſt Biſhops and Prelates of the Realm, and 
many other learned men, as well of theſe that are conformable to the State of the 
Church eftabliſhed, as of thoſe that diff. nted. Among whom what Our pains were, 
what Our patience in bearing and replyingy and what the indifferency and uprightnes 
"of Our judgemezt id determining, We leave to the report of thoſe who heard the 
ſa ne, contenting Our ſelf with the ſincerity of Our own heart therein. Burt We can- 
nat conceal, that the ſucceſſe of that conference was ſuch, as happeveth to many other 
things, which moving great expectation before they be entred into, in their iſſue pro- 
duce (Tall effects.

ſame Explanation, to he newly — Which being now Send — anew 
after ſo ſerious adeliberation, altbough We doubt not, but all Our SubjeRts both Mi- 
niſters and others, will receive the ſame with ſuch reverence as appertaineth, aud con- 
form themſelves thereunto every man in that which him concet neth: Vet have we 
thought it neceſſary, to make known by Proclamation Our authorizing of the ſame. 
And to require and enjoyn all men, aſwell Ecclefiifticall as Temporall, to conform 
rhemſelyes unto it, and to the practiſe thereof, as the orzly publike form of ſerving 
of God, eſtabliſhed and allowed to be in this Realm. And the rather, for that all the

JTHE PREFACE, 
ere was never ex thing by the wit of man fo well devifed , or fo ſure e- 
fabliſhed, which in continuance of time hath not been corrupted , as 
( among other things) it may plainly appear by the common prayers in 
the church , commonly called, Civine ſervice, The firſt originall and 
whereot, if a man would ſearch out by the ancient fathers , he ſha!l finde 


that the ſame was not vrdain«d,bur of a c purpoſe,and for a great advancement 
of godlineſſe. For they ſo ordered the matter, iat al) the whole Bible (or the greatett 


+ part thereof) ſhenld be read over once ev rv yeer, intending thereby that the cler- 


die, and ſpecially ſuch as were miniſters of the congregation , ſhould (by often 
reading and meditation of G »ds wort ) he ſtitred up to godlineſſe themſelves, and 
he more able to exhort others by wholeſome dofrine , and ro confute them that 
were adverſaries to the truth, And further, that the people, by daily hearing of 
holy ſcripture read in the Church, ſhow'2 centos profit more and more in 
the knowledge of od, and be the more inflamed with the love of his true religion. 
Hut theſe many yeers paſſed , this godly and decent order of the ancient fathers 
hath been ſo altered, broken, and neglected, by plantiizg in uncertain ſtories, legends, 
zeſponds, ver ſes. van repetitions, commemorations, an1 fynodals, 1'vit commonly 
when any book of the ible was begun, before three or four chapters were read 
eum, all the rc& were unread, And in this ſort the hock of E ay was begun — 
nnd the beck ot Genefis in Septuageſima: hut = were onely begun, and never r 2 
thetow. After like ſort were other books of holy ſcripture uſed, And morcover, 
whereas Saint Paul would have ſuch language ſpoken to the people in the church, 
as they might underftand,and. have profit by hearing the ſame, the ſervice in this 
Church of England ( theſe many yeers) hath been read in Latine to the people 
which they underftood not: ſo that they have heard with their cars onely, an 
their heart, ſpirit and minde have not been edified thereby. 

And furthermore, not withſtarding that the ancient fathers have divided the 

Ims into ſeven portions, whereof every one was called a Noffarne 5 now of late 
— 1 of them have been daily faid , and of repented, and the reſt utterly 
ted. 

Moreover, the number and hardneſſe of the rules called the Tye, and the manifo!d 

ings of the ſerVige, was the cauſe, that to turn the buok only, was ſo hard 


- and intricate a matter, that many times there was more bufinetſe to finde ct what 
- Swuld be read, then to read it when it was found out, Theſe inconveniences there- 


Fore confidered, here is ſet forth ſich an order, whereby the ſame ſhall be redreſſed. 
Amnd for a readinefſe in this matter, here is dran out a Kalendar tor that purpoſe, 
teh is plaio ati eaſie fo be underftood, wherein (ſo much as ray be) the reading 


ies, end ſuch like things as did break the continuall courſe of the 
cripture. Yet,decanſe there is no remedy, but that of neceſſity the re 
b,which as they be few in 

numberyſo they be plain and eafie to be underſtood, So that hire you have an order 
ter prayer (as touching the reading of holy ſcripture) much agreeable to the minde 
#1d purpofe of the old fathers, and a great deal niore profitable and commodi- 
ors, then that which ef late was uſed. It is more profitable, becauſe here are left 
out many things, whereof ſome be untrue, ſome uncertain, ſome vain and ſuperſti- 
ti us, and nothing is ordained to be read, ht the very pure word of Gd, the holy 
ſcriptures, or that hich is evidently greunded en the ſame and that in ſuch a 
hanguige and order, as is Mok cafe and plain tor the underftanding both of the 
"readers and h:arers, It is alſo more commodious , buth tor the ſhortneiſe thereoſ, 
and for the plainncſſe of the order, and for that the rules be few and eafie. Fur- 
thecmore by this order the cuyates ſhalt need none other books tor their pudlike ſer- 
viceybut this book and the Bible: by the means wherevt the people ſha! not be 
at fo grcat charges for bock as in times paſt they have been. And where heretofore 
there hath bcen great diverfity in (yin and ſingiug in churches within this realm, 
ſome tollowing Salisbury uſe,ſume Hereford uſe, ſome the uſe of Bangor, ſome of 
Vork, and ſome of Lincel!:c ; now from hencetorth all the wtole realm ſhall have 
iu one uic.
